fruitless attempts to carry General Tre- 
Vino’s protecting works by assault, ac- 
cording to reports from Juarez. 

Dispatches received from Chihuahua 
City by Carranza officials in Juarez 
tonight added that government troops 
were actively pursuing the retreating 
bandits. The telegraph operator in Chi- 
huahua said that the firing could still 
be heard clearly, but it was becom- 
ing more distant. 

A small party of bandits engaged in 
a skirmish with a Carranza outpost 
near Chihuahua last evening, accord- 
ing to Juarez officials, who added that 
the military authorities there were un- 
detided at thai time as to whether it 
was only a roving band or an advance 
point of Villa's columns. 

DEAD AND WOUNDED 
LEFT ON PLAINS. 

Jtiarez, November 23.—Tihree times

The battle was opened 
a few minutes later with a salvo from 
vannen on Santa Rosa hill, the key to 
the state capital. The first and second 
line trenches, protected by barbed wire 
entanglements, took up the fighting 
and by noon a general engagement was 
in progress along the entire southern 
lie, which continued through the early 
afternoon. At that time the booming 
of large caliber guns on Santa Rosa 
hill and other artillery stationed along 
the first line trenches was so deafen- 
ing that it was almost impossible to 
hear the click of the telegraph instru- 
' ments, the military operator in Chi- 
huahua City told the operator in Juarez. 

At 3 o’clock the baitle was still rag- 
ing, the apparent advantage being with 
the government forces. Villa is report- 
ed by General Gonzales to have at 
least 3,500 men, practically all of whom 
arc armed and mounted. He is also 
believed to have machine guns, but no 
heavy artillery. For this reason the 
twenty or more heavy field guns of 
General Trevino’s command were able 
to rake the advancing lines of Villa 
bandits, the messages from the state 
capital stated. 

The field was covered with dead and 
dying men, one message stated. 


Villa in Fight. 

General Trevino’s artillery, which 
carried the brunt of the attack, did 
heavy execution in the ranks of the 
bandits, according to the message Gen- 
eral Gonzales said he had received from 
the state capital. Many Villa prison- 
ers were taken by the Carranza forces, 
when a detachment of infantry and cav- 
alry made a sally from the city, he 
said, 

Villa in person was leading his forces 
against the Carranza troops, according 
to the reports received at the Juarez 
military headquarters from Chfhuahua 
City, given out by Carranza officers. 
The bandit leader was said to be riding 
horseback with his crutch strapped to 
his saddle. He was said by the de 
facto authorities to have approximately 
3.500 men. As he is reported to have 
6,000 troops under his command, the re-

The crime, 
which was committed in April, 1915, 
was so heinous that a number of the 
jurors on-the case advanced the opin- 
ion that no white man of sound mind 
could have committed such an act.

Moose and the negro, Judge Cox stated ! 


that the negro had killed a man, his 
enemy, and that he had sought to do 
but that Moose 
had murdered the heart of his little 
daughter. Judge Cox stated that since 
holding office it had been his un- 
broken customi to consider recom- 
mendations of mercy by, juries, but 
that in this instance he would have 
to make an exception and give the 
prisoner at the bar the fullest extent 
of the law. 

In finding the prisoner guilty of the 
crime for which he was tried, the jury 
recommended in its verdict that the 
court extend “extreme mercy” to the 
prisoner.

On the day of the funeral 
the monarchy will go into mourning for 
a period of six months divided into 
three equal portions of the deepest 
mourning, deep mourning and light 
mourning. An order by the new em- 
peror, not as yet promulgated, will fix 
the duration of the court mourning and 
also the period during which the thea- 
ters and other places of amusement 
shall remain closed. 

Today the emperor's body lies on the 
iron bedstead on which he slept for 
the last two years. 

The emperor's last will and testa- 
ment, opened today, was made several] 
years ago. It disposes of the emperor's 
private means and contains many large 
bequests.

Washington, November 25.—-Confer- 
ences between Attorney General Greg- 
ory and counsel for important railway 
systems of the country, looking to the 


expedition to the supreme court of one 
of the suits attacking the constitu- 
tionality of the Adamson act, virtually 
were concluded today and the question 
of which shall be made ihe test case 
was placed in the hands of department 
of justice attorneys and iegal repre- 
sentatives of the railroads now in Kan. 
sas City. 

It was said tonight that in the con- 
ferences here the form of the agree- 
ment between the attorney general and 
the railroad lawyers was in substance 
decided upon, and that the only mat- 
ter to be determined in Kansas City 
is whether the suit of the Missouri, 
Oklahoma and Gulf railroad, decided 
yesterday against the government, or 
that of the Santa Fe, set for hearing 
tomorrow, shall be made the test case. 


Substance of Agreement. 


In substance,. the plan provides that 
both the department and the railroads 
agree in every way to expedite and 
actively press the case to be deter- 
mined upon to a final decision in the 
Supreme court, and that during the 
pendency of this suit the government 
will not begin any- prosecutions of car- 
riers for failure to apply the law. Dur- 
ing its pendency the carriers will in- 
stitute no more suits and at its de- 
termination both parties to the agree- 
ment will be bound by 
court decision, the carriers agreeing 
not to bring further actions if the law 
is found constitutional, and to drop al) 
others, Neither party is bound by the

It. was. explained tonight that the 
question of chopsing a test case had 
been put in the hands of the attorneys 
in Kansas City because of the lack of 
sufficient information here to warrant 
an agreement in this point. 

The joint congressional committee

Roads’ Need for Credit. 

Mr. Thom dwelt particularly on the 
railroads’ need for credit if they are to 
extend or keep transportation facilities 
up to the standard the public demands. 
He said that in the last sixteen years 
the percentage’ of railroad securities 
constituting liens against the property 
had increaseg from about 49 per cent to 
about 65 per cent of the total securities 
and predicted that financiers who 
would come before the committee later 
would testify that the danger line had 
been reached. The investing public, Mr. 
Thom said, demanded a six per cent re- 
turn and a three per cent surplus fund 
yearly to provide against lean years 
and such return is almost impossible on 
railroad stocks under present condi- 
tions. He pointed eut that Europe not 
only has ceased to take American rail- 
way stocks, but is selling back hun- 
dreds of millions of those once owned, 
and that the new money to keep the 
roads going, to extend «hem and to 
open up vast undeveloped fields, must 
come from the American people, who 
are now unwilling to invest, 

“If government ownership of rail- 
roads comes in this country,” said Mr. 
Thom, “it will be because of the need 
of credit which private owners cannot 
He added that in his opinion 
one way to reduce the cost of living 
is to give the railroads capital to open 
up new territory. 

“The decision of the American peo- 
ple has gone forth,” said the witness 
in conclusion, “that the railroads must 
stay out of politics. They should see 
to it that the side that wants to at- 
tack the railroads stays out of politics, 
too. I plead with you for a non-political 
business regulation of railroads that 
would give every guarantee possible 
that question shall be decided on prin- 
ciples of business righteousness and 
not on principles of political expe- 


} diency.”

London, November 23.—The Greek 
government has refused to comply with 
the demands of the entente allies for 
the surrender of part of its supplies 
eof arms and ammunition, Reuter’s 
Athens correspondent cables.

“The Greek government has refused 
the demands of Vice Admiral Du Four-

tridges each, 140 machine guns with 
ammunition, and 50 motor vans. 
“Referring to Admiral Du Fournet’s 
contention that the cession of war ma- 
terial to the Bulgarians and Germans 
had disturbed the equilibrium, the gov- 
ernment replies that, although it does 


not desire to enter into the details of 
that operation, it must point out that 
the cabinet then in power could not 
approve of resistance to the central 
powers without abandoning neutrality, 
but duly protested. It also contends 
that the guns already taken by the 
entente are modern, while those taken 
by Bulgaria were obsolete. 

“The reply concludes that the gur- 
render of war material for financial 
compensation or otherwise would con- 
stitute a flagrant violation of neutral- 
ity, and, moreover, that public opinion 
would not admit of the forces of Greece 
being so neutralized as to be unable 
to defend her vital interests if these 
were endangered.”

It was noticed that the emperor failed 
to smoke entirely the cigar which he 
usually took after dinner. He also re- 
tired a little earlier of his own voli- 
tion. The patient’s general condition 
was such, however, that he was left 
alone at night with a single body at- 
tendant sleeping in an adjoining room. 
But the catarrh of the throat and lung 


|refused to disappear under treatment. 
‘The physicians were somewhat alarmed 


at thig, but with their knowledge of 
the emperor’s physical vigor did not 
think the case dangerous. Later it 
was noticed that the area affected by 
the catarrh was widening, 2s had been 
the case with him in the spring of 1914. 


Rise in Temperature. 


This new development troubled the 
emperor’s entourage greatly, especially 
since a rise in temperature began $to 
be noticed. The absence of all fever 
symptoms had been a reassuring factor 
and great relief was felt when the pa- 
tient’s temperature receded to the nor- 
About a week ago his tempera- 


by a loss of appetite, but the next day 


ihe was again able to enjoy his meals. 


During all this time the monarch con- 
tinued to work, receiving from ten to 
fifteen persons daily and hearing the 
usual reports. Then there set in a 
gradual but continual rise in tempera- 
ture, reported in the recent bulletins, 
with the heart action, respiration and 
pulse gees. however, and the appetite 
normal. 

On the night of Monday the emperor 
was much troubled by a dry, hacking 
cough, resting badly as a result. When 
he left his bed at 3:30 o’clock in the 
morning he had the appearance of a 
person very tired and distracted. 

Kerzl and Ortner were immedi- 
ately summoned and found an increase 
in temperature, which they ussociated 
with the restless night and the cough. 
Although meanwhile a light attack of 
pneumonia had developed, as had hap- 
pened in 1914, it was found that the 
lung area affected had not spread, 
which again gave room for hope that 
the emperor would conquer his malady. 

Shortly after rising the emperor he- 
an to fall rapidly, however, complain- 
ng of weakness, and, instead of his 
usual hearty breakfast, taking a sip of 
milk en he failed also to take 
luncheon the alarm was great. The 
monarch complained of chills and an 
examination showed a rapid increags in 
temperature. 

At 1 o’clock in the afternoon the em- 
peror’s physical condition had become 
very bad. His strength was leaving 
him rapidly as he sat in his armchair, 
struggling with a severe dry cough, 
which at times was accompanied by 
great difficulty in breathing. At 2 
o'clock the heart began to show signs 
of weakness.

OF COMPLICATIONS 


Another Crisis in German- 
American Relations Pre- 
dicted in Dispatch Passed 
by Kaiser’s Censor. 


Berlin, November 21.—(By Wireless 


to the Associated Press Via Sayville, . 


November 23.)—A period of complica- 


tions may again be impending in Ger-' 


man-American relations. 

Germarniy’s conduct of submarine 
warfare has brought forth an abundant 
crop of American inquiries, of which 
Joseph C. Grew, the American charge, 
recently has filed no less than ten— 
five of them today. 

Six remain to be answered, including 
the cases of the Marina, on which a 
number of Americans appeared to be 
killed, and the liner Arabia, sinking 
of which the American government 
declares to be inconsistent with the 
Promises of the German government 
regarding the treatment of passenger 
liners. 

The United States bases its attitude 
in the case of the Arabia on the as- 
sumption that it was unarmed and tor- 
pedoed without warning and is unable 
to see that there was justification for 
forcing the passengers into the beats. 
Washington believes the submarine 
commander on ascertaining that there 
women and _ children on the 
decks, should have refrained from 
making an attack. 

Germany in the four cases in regard 
to which replies already have beeo 
made, was found to have fairly convinc- 
ing answers, which it is believed may 
put quite a different aspect on affairs. 
It is pointed out here; for example, 
that, according to testimony of her 
own passengers, the Arabia was armed 
and used her cannon; that the sea was 
smooth and that other vessels were 
near. It is argued that the Arabia, 
having on board a large number of 
coolie war workers, should be regarded 
as a transport.

NEW EMPEROR DECLARE 
WL TO GARRY ON WAR 


Charles the First Promises to 
Complete Work of Fran- 
cis Joseph.

London, November 23.—Emperor 
Charles of Austria has issued a proc- 
lamation to the Austro-Hungarians de- 
claring his inflexible decision to main- 
tain the war until “a peace assuring 
the existence and development of the 
monarchy,” according to a Vienna dis- 
patch to Reuter’s by way of Amster- 
dam. The dispatch says the procluma- 
tion was printed in a special edition 
of The Wiener Zeitung together with 
an autograph letter addressed to Pre- 
mier Koerber. The letter announced 
that the new monarchy had taken over 
the government and confirmed the 
premier in his present functions. Aft- 
er paying homage to the late emperor, 
the proclamation said: : 

“I will continue to complete his 
work. I ascend his throne in a 
stormy time. Our aim has not yet 
been reached and the illusion of. the 
enemy to throw down my monarchy 
and our allies is not yet broken. You 
know me to be in harmony with my 
people in my inflexible decision to 
continue the struggle until a peace 
assuring the existence and develop- 
ment of the monarchy is obtained. I 
will do all in my power to banish as 
soon as possible the horrors and sacri- 
fices of war and re-obtain peace as 
soon as the honor of our arms, the 
conditions of life of my countries and 
their allies and the defiance of our 
enemies will allow.”

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HIGH WAGES ASHORE 
SERIOUSLY HAMPER 
NAVY’S RECRUITING 


Washington, November  23.—High 
wages ashore and the increased cost of 
living have seriously hampered navy 
recruiting, Rear Admiral McGowan, 
paymaster general, told the house naval 
committee today in explanation of why 
there are only about 55,000 enlisted 
men in the service, although congress 


has authorized a total strength of 77,- 
000. He said it was hoped that a total 
strength of 70,000 could be reached by 
the end of 1918. 

“Their inability to send home enough 
money to keep those dependent upon 
them is the governing factor in pre- 
venting many men from enlisting,” 
said the admiral. From long expe- 
rience with the account of bluejackets, 
he said, he was certain a majority had 
wives, mothers, sisters or other depend- 
ents at home, adding: 

“And they are the most generous an 
big-hearted men that ever Hved. We 
are just about keeping even in recruit- 
ing now and that condition will con- 
corp while the present high wages pre- 
vail.” 

Re-enlistments now average about 85 
per cent of the available men and the 
percentage steadily is going up. 

A letter from Surgeon General Brais- 
ted, based on reports of medical offi- 
cers, was read, asserting that United 
States sailors were the best fed, best 
clothed and generally best cared for 
men-o-wars men in the world. 


CURTAILMENT OF MENUS. 
DEMANDED BY RUNCIMAN 


London, November 23.—Walter Run- 
ciman, president of the board of trade, 
addressing a meeting of leading Lon- 
don hotel Keepers last night, demanded 
an immediate curtailment of menus. He 
declared that there must be an imme- 
diate and drastic cutting down and a 
decrease in the use of imported foods. 
“T have just seen,” he said, “a speci- 
men of a Christmas menu which is be- 
ing circulated as an advertisement by 
a leading London hotel. Such an elab- 
orate program would be wasteful even 
in peace time and is little short of 
scandalous in war time. Such a situa- 
tion cannot be allowed. All menus 
must be drastically cut down and there 
must be one or two fishless and meat- 
less days weekly. There must be an 
immediate decrease in the use of im- 
ported foods. Waste is especially no- 
ticeable in the use of expensive cakes 
and confections. If the trade interests 
will not take the necessary action the 
government must force them to do so.”

On 
November 11, Berlin reported that a 
Bulgarian headquarters difpatch an- 
nounced that a fireman of the battle- 
‘ship had reached the Bulgarian coast 
and confirmed the destruction of the 
dreadnaught, which it was stated had 
been sunkyby a mine near the mouth 
of the Danube. 

The Impefratrista Maria was launched 
in 1914 and had displaced 22,500 tons. 
Her officers and crew numbered about 
1,000 men. She was 650 feet long and 
was armed with ten 12-inch, twenty 5- 
inch and four 2,5-inch guns, four 3- 
pounders and four torpedo tubes. 


Sank on October 30. 

London, November 24.—The Rus- 
sian naval staff, says a Reu- 
ter dispatch from Petrograd, has issued 
the following statement: 

“At 6 o’clock on October 20 fire broke 
out in the forward magazine of the 
Imperatrista Maria. An internal ex- 
plosion followed immediately and the 
fire spread rapidly and reached the pe- 
trol tanks. The officers and crew strove 
with the utmost bravery to localize 
the effects of the explosion and flood 
the magazines. The commander-in- 
chief, Vice Admiral Koiscvhak, went 
aboard the vessel and took personal 
command of the operations, 

“Shortly after 7 o’clock, however, the 
vessel sank. The greater part of the 
crew were saved. An officer ang two 
first-class sub-officers and 149 sailors 
are missing. Sixty-four of thé crew 
have since died from the effects of 
burns. 

“The position of the ship, which lies 
in shallow water, gives hope that it 
may be refloated and completely’ re- 
paired in a few months. The bridge 
is only one yard below water level.” 


GERMANY INCREASES 
LEVY UPON BELGIUM 


London, November 23.—The German 
levy on Belgium has been increased 
from. 40,000,000 francs a month to 60,- 
000,000, g@according to a Reuter’s Am- 
sterdam@mMispatch quoting The Echo 
Belge. 

The dispatch says the new order was 
issued by the governor general of Be:- 
gium and was signed by the Duke of 
Wurttemburg and General Friedrich 
von Falkenhausen. It states that the 
levy is to pay the cost of maintenance 
of the German army of occupation and 
the German administration of the oc- 
cupied territory.

Lidq, about 20 years old, succeeded 
his grandfather, the famous old Em- 
peror Menelik, whose oft reported death 
was officially admitted three years ago, 
Ouizero Zeeditu is now on her father’s 
throne with the title of Empress of 
Ethiopia.

COMING OF THE SEABOARD. 

Removal to and consolidation in Atlanta 
of various offices and department heads of 
the Seaboard Air Line railroad, announce- 
ment of which preceded the visit of leading 
officials of the system to Atlanta today, is 
both logical and indicative of determination 
to carry out the well-known purpose of its 
head, S. Davies Warfield, of Baltimore, to 
make it a great factor in the development of 
the south. 

Atlanta is the very heart and center of 
Seaboard system activities. Extending to 
Norfolk and Washington on the east, into 
Alabama on the west, ramifying Florida to 
the south and covering Georgia in its every 
section, ultimate location of departmental 
offices in Atlanta was inevitable. It is the 
one vantage point from which the system’s 


operations may be best controlled. 

Mr. Warfield, chairman of the directors, 
Was quick to see the opportunity which At- 
lanta thus offered, and has long had in mind 
‘the consummation at the earliest moment 
bof what is now to*be done. Assistant to 
president, department heads of passenger, 
freight and engineering, and system superin- 
tendent will shortly occupy the third and 
fourth floors of the Third National Bank 
building, thus consolidating here activities 
heretofore spread out over the entire system 
from Portsmouth, Va., to Birmingham, Ala. 

With its South Carolina purchases 
through which it acquired entrance to 
Charleston, and the building of its new line 
from Charleston to Savannah, the Seaboard 
has placed itself in traffic control of the 
Atiantic coast from Norfolk to Jacksonville, 
from where it crosses to the Gulf at Tampa. 
It easily holds the key to the railroad situa- 
tion in Florida. At Birmingham and Mont- 
gomery it maintains its grasp upon the west, 
while its Georgia development, extensive 
though it is, has only begun. 

Logically, its next step will be connecting 
up, through its present holdings, of a direct 
line between Atlanta and Savannah, for 
which there remains only the breach be- 
tween Atlanta and Macon to be negotiated, 
either by the construction of its own line or 
through traffic arrangement with the South- 
ern. When this is done, and we shall hope 
it will not be long delayed; Atlanta will be- 
come more important than ever as the sys- 
tem’s operating center. 

In all of its plans there is becoming more 
and more apparent the purpose of southern 
development and the opening of new terri- 
tory, rather than direct competition for 

| business now handled by other lines. This 
policy has been stressed not alone in the 
‘activities of the Seaboard itself, but also 
through the splendid work of Mr. Warfield in 
connection with the Southern Settlement 
and Development Organization, a proven 
south-building factor, of which he is presi- 
dent. 
Atlanta and Georgia will both welcome 
the coming of the Seaboard officials, and 
extend them every possible encouragement 
in carrying out their important development 
plans.

KEEPING THE NEGRO AT HOME. 

The. migration of negroes from Georgia 
_to states north and east, and particularly 
from the southwestern section of the state, 


| where the extent of it has been greatest,

Loss of much of the state’s best labor is 
one of the prices Georgia is paying for un- 
checked mob activity against negroes often 
charged only with ordinary crimes. Current 
dispatches from ‘Albany, Ga., in the center 
of the section apparently. most affected, and 
where efforts are being made to stop the 
exodus by spreading correct information 
among the negroes, say: 

The heaviest migration of negroes 
has been from those counties in which 
there. have been the worst outbreaks 
vestigation that where ‘there have been 
lynchings, the’ negroes have been most 
eager to believe what the emigration 
agents have told them of plots for the 
Comparatively few "nesrocs| have left 
Dougherty county, which is considered 
significant in view of the fact that this 
is one of the counties in southwest 
Georgia in-which a lynching has never 
occurred. ° 
These. statements are: most significant. 

Mob law such as we have known. in Georgia 
has furnished emigration agents with all the 
leverage they want: it is a foundation upon 
which it is easy to build with a well con- 
cocted lie or two, and they have not been 
slow to take advantage of it. 

This loss of her best labor is another 
penalty Georgia is paying for her indiffer- 
ence and inactivity in suppressing mob law. 
It is one of many, but a serious one. In 
fact, so serious is it that the general assem- 
bly has several times legislated against emi- 
gration agents and put heavy license taxes 
upon them. 

It is only within recent years that these 
emigration agents have used and built upon 
the lynching argument. Lynching for causes 
less serious has been the outgrowth of mob 
execution for the one more heinous crime, 
in connection with which many have felt 
there was justification for it. 

Mob: activity: has fed upon itself and 
grown from bad to worse, until it has be- 
come not only a social and moral, but a seri- 
ous business problem. It is imperative that 
we get back to a basis of law and order, not 
half-heartedly nor half-way, but wholly and 
determinedly. Georgia courts will convict 
and inflict prompt penalty in case of guilt, 
and particularly have they shown that pur- 
pose in dealing with 
assaults upon women. 

“Back to the law” is a slogan that should 
appeal everywhere upon 


purely a moral 


| 


basis; but if it will not in sufficient force, 
then we are confronted now by the possi- 
bility of serious industrial calamity which 
must follow upon the removal of Georgia’s 
best and most satisfactory farm labor. 

The southwest Georgia movement to stop 
the exodus of negroes is a movement in the 
right direction. They’ are better off’ here 
than they could possibly be anywhere else, 
and those who have been tricked into going 
have discovered it to their sorrow.

WRITES SECRETARY D. F. HOUSTON 


_"Gevernor Harris has received from United, - 


States Secretary of Agriculture D. F. Hous- 
ton a letter corroborating the statement of 


Judge T. E. Patterson, chairman of the state 
highway commission, to the effect that the 
federal department finds the Georgia commis- 
sion has been created within the meaning of 
the’ federal statute providing for federal 
aid in the construction of good roads. 

The letter outlines the necessary details 
to be furnished the federal department be- 
fore the year’s apportionment from'the federal 
government for road construction in Geor- 
gia will be available. 

The letter follows: 


Hon. N. E. Harris, Hon. T. E. Patterson: 
Receipt is acknowledged of your joint letter 
of October 30, in which you refer to the ap- 
plication of the state highway department of 
Georgia for federal aid in the construction 
of rural post roads and jointly- pledge the 
good faith of the state of Georgia to provide 
sufficient funds to equal the amount to 
be apportioned to it under the provisions of 
the federal aid road act during the five- 
year period affected by that act. It is noted 
that you also pledge the good faith of the 
state to maintain permanently the roads con- 
structed in part by federal: aid, and to use 
all possible means in securing the legislation 
necessary to make the co-operation with 
Georgia in the construction of rural post 
roads effective. 

After a careful consideration of the laws 
of Georgia relating to roads, and particular- 
ly of the act of the general assembly ap- 
proved August 16, 1916, and of the various 
communications and documents submitted 
by the state highway department, the depart-

WILL BEGIN ON MONDAY NEXT 


The Christmas Red Cross seal campaign 
is on. 

As last year, the Ad Men’s Club of <At- 
lanta is in charge of it for the Atlanta Anti- 
Tuberculosis association, and beginning Mon- 
day will put out its flying squadron under 
strong team captains for selling of the seals 
by .wholesale to retail and wholesale mer- 
chants, banks and other institutions which 
generally use them in large numbers. 

The Atlanta Ad Men have undertaken this 
work purely as a civic service and propose 
to make this year’s campaign the most suc- 
cessful in the entire history of the work. 


' President Phil C. McDuffie and his commit- 


tees are already confidently insisting that 
the 1916 sales will far exceed those of last 
year when the record of $5,044.27 was made. 

The seals this year are unusually attrac- 
tive. A full length picture of Santa Claus 
with a pack on his back occupies the center 
of the picture, and his red garments against 
the green background furnish a cheerful 
holiday effect. The Red Cross is placed on 
Santa’s bulging bag. “1916” and “American 
Red Cross’’ appear in white on thé bottom, 
while running up one side and down the 
other are the words “Merry Christmas” and 
“Happy New Year.” °

Editor Constitution: For the past two or 
three weeks I have been receiving two and 
more letters daily from colored people in all 


sections of Georgia asking my advice as to | 
will make a broader appeal, his local man- 


the advisability of the colored people leav- 


ing the state, im large numbers, as they have | 


been leaving for the past six months. 
I have endeavored to reply to them all and 
give them what I thought the best advice, 


namely, not to leave in large numbers; and 


to be slow in moving until they were sure 
that they would get all that were promised 
in the way of wages. 

I remember hearing my mother tell of the 
exodus of the colored people -years ago to 
Kansas and other points west. It was fol- 
lowed with much suffering. I remember very 
well of the great movement of our people to 
Africa some years ago; many of them prac- 
tically gave away their lands and other prop- 
erty. Many died on the way and thousands 
died in-that far-off strange land. Now comes 
the great movement to the north, and I have 
been informed that within the past six months 
over one hundred and ten thousand have gone 
north, west and east. That there wii be 
some suffering and sacrificing goes without 
questioning. I hope it will not be as severe 
as it was in the previous movements of the 
race. 

No one can question the right of a free 
man to move to any part of our country or 
to any other country where he thinks he can 
better his condition; but those who know 
should give this man proper advice so that 
in executing his rights he may not make a 
mistake. I think it a mistake for our peo- 
ple to sell and practically give their earnings 
of yeats just on a hearsay that they will be 
given large salaries and great advantages 
‘in some other part of the country. I would 
say to all of my people who are thinking of 
leaving to think well before you move—look 
hefore they jump-—spy out the land before you 
pass over “Jordan.” My heart is in sympa- 
thy. with my restiess people. They need en- 
couragement and advice daily. from their 
friends—white and colored.. ‘ 

There is no better time than now for our 
governor to say a word to the colored peo- 
ple of his state. If there ever was a time 
for a proclamation from our governor to the 
1,217,000 colored Georgians, it is now. They 
need a word of consolation from him or 
someone in authority and they need it now. 

There is a restlessness among the colored 
people that no one knows but us who come 
daily in contact with them, 

A word of cheer from tho governor just 
now would go a long way in quieting these 


| people. Somehow they have got it in their 


hearts (that is, some of them) that the white 
people are all against them and they will 


eventually have to leave the south. I have 
abused this false idea wherever I have 
gone over the state, and am working daily 
to eradicate that feeling from them. 

We must all agree, however, that there 
is a cause somewhere at the bottom of all 
this restlessness, and some steps should be 
made to locate it and remove it. 

This could be easily done through a com- 


mission of five men appointed by the gov-. 


ernor (two colored and three white) to pro- 
ceed and find the cause at once and feport 
to him. With this information in hand his 
honor would have something definite to rec- 
ommend to the legislature when it assem-

pie This much is true—something ought to be 
done to quiet these people. it cannot be 
done by the methods now in operation, 
namely, arresting and locking them up, that 
only tends to drive others away.

Issuance of Interest-Bearing 
Bonds Is_ Criticised—Elec- 
toral College Attacked. 


Palatka, Fla... November 3.—The 
adoption of a “pfatforin” in which the 
government was criticized for its al- 
leged lack of financial foresighted- 


ness, was the principal feature of this 


morning’s session of the convention of 
the National Farmers” Educational and 
Co-operative Union of America. It is 
set forth that the government has 
created an immense perpetual debt by 
the issuance of interest-bearing bonds, 
when non-interest bearing money 


based upon goxernmentat credit and 
all the‘ wealth and services of all the 
people should have been issued. 

It is set forth that “under this mis- 
taken and un-democratic policy, our 
débts have multiplied to the colossal 
sum of ninety billion dollars, which, 
under our present system, will never 
be paid, but will entail a perpetual 
burden of usury upon the many to the 
enrichment of the few.” 

It is contended that through this 
monetary system the government ‘has 
erected a banking system that “per- 
mits the few to multiply the débts 
upon the many by loaning bank cred- 
its and to perpetuate this indebdted- 
ness by controlling, restricting and 
contracting the volume of circulation 
money necessary for the payment of 
debts. 

The electoral college is declared un- 
democratic and the lodgment of such 
power in the hands of the. few is 
declared inimical to the interests of 
the masses. It is also urged that steps 
be taken to secure the election of 
judges rather than the filling of such 
places for life by appointment. Na- 
tional and state divisions of the or- 
ganization are urged to work in the 
interests of the initiative, referendum 
and recall. 

The union also holds it the duty of 
the government, in the interests of “al! 
the people,” to take over on a basis 
of physical valuation all _ ratlroads, 
steamship lines, telephone and _ tele- 
graph lines and natural mineral re- 
sources, forests and water powers. 

Congressmen are urged to discon- 
tinue free distribution of seeds which 
is characterizeg as a “petty graft.”
